James lees Na ie 
Was Seemingly Son of 
Crown Prince Rudolf of 
Austria. 

AGAIN WAS RUNNING 

FOR U. S. SENATOR 


Advocated World Democ- 
racy and Brotherhood of 
Man As Result of Exper- 
ience As Youth. 


The death Friday of James Long- 
street Cleveland removed the cen- 
tral figure of a romantic legend 
familiar to many St. Louisans that 
the 49-year-old Boone County land- 
owner was in reality heir to the 
now non-existent throne of Aus- 
tria-Hungary as the son of the ill- 
fated Crown Prince Rudolf, who 
was shot to death at Mayerling 
with the beautiful Baroness Marie 
Vetsera. 


Cleveland, who died at a Colo- 
rado Springs hospital, made no 
claim to royal descent, although he 
was acknowledged as the heir four 
years ago by a group of Austrian 
monarchists. In fact, he formally 
renounced all claim to the throne 
and’ required his wife; who with a 
4-year-old son survives him, to sign 
an agreement protecting their chil- 
dren from the claims of European 
royalty, particularly the House of 
Hapsburg or the sma of Ro- 
manoy. 

An idealist, he wentutet Ahis po- 
litical philosophy on cheaintent ot of 
a world and the broth- 
erhood of man which haé-fts origin 
during years of mistreatment in his 
youth when he served as chore boy 
in several homes after leaving a 
St. Louis orphanage. With no hope 
of victory, he expressed his princi- 
ples by opposing United States 
Senator Harry S, Truman in 1934 
and appearing again this year as a 
candidate against Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark. His political, ad- 
dresses always were free from per- 
sonalities or local issues, his ex- 
penses negligible, his votes few. 

Mementos of Royalty. 

Yet the oft-told story of his mys- 
terious connection with the Mayer- 
ling tragedy bears as plausible a 
theme as many which have gained 
world-wide circulation. And in his 
effects are undisputed mementos of 
royalty, sent him by Countess Ma- 
ria Larisch, favorite niece and 
lady-in-waiting to the Empress 
Elizabeth, consort of Emperor 
Franz Joseph, wha acknowledged 
him as direct heir to the crown 
prior to her detailed public avowal 
in her book, “Her Majesty Eliza- 
beth.” 

In his. book-lined study in an 80- 
year-old house the abandoned 
Missouri River town of Providence 
hangs her picture, inscribed by her 
to “My cousin.” Besides many let- 
ters sent him by the Countess, his 
effects include a wallet given the 
old Emperor Franz Joseph by the 
Empress as a Christmas gift in 
1881. Its history is written on a 
card, stamped with the royal crest, 
by the Countess Maria Larisch. 

“I certify that this little wallet 
was given by Empress Elizabeth of 
Austria to Franz Josef, Christmas, 
1881,” she wrote, “as a remembrance 
for his taking me sometimes out fox 
hunting in Godolla when his wife 
was not well. She had it made for 
him with my picture on horseback. 
It was restored to me after his 
death. I give it to his grandson, 
James Cleveland, on April 11, 1927.” 

There also is a gold religious 
mefial sent by the Countess with 
the notation that it was the keep- 
sake of Rudolf, who had given it 
to her in 1876. 

Also Received Documents. 

Maintaining silence as to his 
source of information about his 
birth, which caused him to leave a 
St. Louis-orphanage at 14, he once 
conceded to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had received certain documents 
purporting to afford proof of his 
royal lineage. Most of the docu- 
ments, he said, were stolen, some 
in Paris, where he served with the

$5,500,000 on Buildings.

WASHINGTON, July 2. — The 
army intends to shift the headquar- 
ters of its General Headquarters 
Air Force 700 miles into the inte- 
rior, from Langley Field, Va., to 
Scott Field, Ill, near Belleville. 

War Department officials dis-j 
closed today that Secretary of War 
Woodring had informed President 
Roosevelt of the forthcoming trans- 
fer, to be made as soon as possible. 
He explained the more central loca- 
tion of Scott Field made the shift 
in the interest. of national. defense. 

At Scott Field, 740 miles by air 
from Washington, the commander 
of the Army’s aerial striking force 
would be nearer the Pacific fron- 
tier, while continuing -within easy 
reach of the Atlantic. 

The General Headquarters air 
force was created in 1935 with the 
aim of meeting quickly a threat to 
any border. It includes, approxi- 
mately 350 planes of all t¥pes. The 
number is to be nearly tripled in 
the next two years. © 

Transfers Involved. 

Officials said the transfer would 


| probably 20 
‘planes comprising the headquar- 
ters squadron of the force. 

The bulk of the planés of ‘the 
General Headquarters air force 
second wing will remain at Lang- 
ley, and the remainder of the or- 
ganization will. be undisturbed. 

The first wing. headquarters are 
at March Field, Cal., and the third 
wing’s at Barksdale Field, La. 

Anticipating ‘the forthcoming} 
transfer, the Public Works Admin- 
istration announced this week a 
$5,500,000 allotment to build quar- 
ters for 350 enlisted men at’ Scott 
Field, quarters for about 62 offi- 
cers and numerous other buildings. 
Runways are to be extended also. 

Already stationed at Scott Field 
are about 225 men attached to the 
army's lighter-than-air base and 
eight officers and 140 men of an 
observation squadron. Officials 
said the new construction and the 
transfer would relieve congestion at 
both Scott and Langley fields. 

The date of the transfer was not 
disclosed. 


Scott Field Established as Training 
Field in 1917. 

Scott Field, seven miles southeast 
of Belleville, was established in 1917 
as a training field for army flyers. 
It was maintained as a heavier- 
than-air, field until 1922, when it 
was made a lighter-than-air station, 
for balloons and dirigible gas craft. 

The field, a mile square, has as 
its principal building a hangar for 
dirigibles, built in 1928 and said then 
to be the largest building of its type 
in the world. It is 150 feet high, 
150 feet wide and 810 feet long, 
with floor space on which 100,000 
men could stand in military forma- 
tion. Built to house the largest 
army dirigibles, it is capable of ac- 
commodating a squadron of bomb- 
ing planes. 

Capt. Hawthorne C, Gray, Scott 
Field officer, on an ascent from the 
field in a balloon in May, 1927, 
reached an altitude of 42.470 feet, 
more than eight miles,:and in a 
temperature of 70 degrees below 
zero. In the descent, when the bal- 
loon got out of control, he jumped 
with a parachute. For this reason, 
the Federation Internationale Aero- 
natique disallowed. the record, 
which exceeded the then estab- 
lished record by more than 2500 
feet. In a later attempt to make 
a record which would be allowed, 
Capt. Gray died for lack of oxygen, 
at a height shown by his instru- 
ments to exceed 40,000 feet. 

In recent years, stratosphere bal- 
looning in specially constructed 
bags has reached new altitudes, the 
record set by Capt. Stevens and 
Capt. Anderson in 1935 being 72,395 
feet.

2000 at Last

GETTYSBURG, Pa., July 2.—An 
American symbol of “peace eter- 
nal” will be dedicated by President 
Roosevelt tomorrow on this field 
where the blood of a divided na- 


ition was spilled 75 years ago. 


In the presence of 2000 veterans 
of the Blue and the Gray, teriting 


together on the scene of the battle 
of Gettysburg, he will consecrate 
to a united nation a 40-foot shaft 
of Alabama limestone,. topped by a 
light that will glow “forever.” 

-The.aged heroes of the war. be- 
tween the states, for whose last 
joint reunion tomorrow's spectacle 
is to provide the high point, re- 
viewed a military parade today. 
Then many retired early, worn out. 

Tanks, mounted machine gun 
troops, anti-aircraft guns and oth- 
er equipment took part in the pa- 
rade of 3000 regular army troops 
and military units. 

Veterans to Unveil Monument. 

Two of the aging men who fought 
here in opposing armies will 
unveil the monument to “peace 
eternal.” Then, as a hood 
of bronze is lifted from the tip of 
the tower at twilight, an electrical 
device will turn on a three-foot gas 
flame to burn as a symbol of the 
friendship that succeeded the war 
between the states. 

Shining from the top of Oak 
Ridge, second highest elevation on 
the rolling battlefield, the light will 
be visible for 20 miles. The bea- 
con was erected at a cost of $60,- 
000 contributed by seven states— 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, New York, 
Tennessee, Wisconsin, Indiana and 
Illinois. 


On the sides of the monument 
are these inscriptions: 


God gives us to see the right.” 

“An enduring light to guide us in 
unity and fellowship.” 

One hundred thousand persons 
are expected to attend the dedica- 
tion. Up and down the wooded 
hill a mobile sound system unit will 
carry the words of President Roose- 
velt and other speakers. 

Object Lesson in Peace, 

Meantime, in a speech at a “vet- 
erans’ night” reunion, Daniel J. 
Doherty, national commander of 
the American Legion, said this bat- 
tlefield “affords the world its great- 
est object-lesson in peace,” and the 
men who fought there afforded 
America’s doughboys an object les- 
son in courage. 

“There is no other record in all 
history,” he added, “where 75 years 
‘afterwards, the survivors of oppos- 
ing armies met on the field of bat- 
tle in friendship, affection and 
brotherly love.” 

Both North and South, despite 
their differences, he said, have been 
loyal to the same ideal—“civil lib- 
erty,” and added: “Today as never 
before, civil. liberty is the founda- 
tion of all our institutions and the 
root of all our ideals. We Ameri- 
cans today are the trustees of pop- 
ular liberty for the whole world.”

which is the Kiangsi capital. 

In view of the Japanese ap- 
proach, a river steamer service be- 
tween, Hankow. and Kiukiang has 
been suspended, although the Chi- 
nese say that before the invaders 
can threaten Kiukiang they must 
land many more troops than they 
have. 

Strong Chinese units, they said, 
were continually harassing the Jap- 
anese rear and flank and the Chi- 
nese defenses at Hukow were said 
to be especially strong.

ARCHBISHOP GLENNON 
HOME FROM EUROPE 


Comments, “They’re All Mixed 
Up; They’re Not Altogether 
Sane.” 


Archbishop John J. Glennon of 
St. Louig painted a gloomy picture 
of present-day Europe yesterday 
on his return from a six-week trip 
which included visits to the Hu- 
charistic Congress in Budapest, and 
to Italy, Vienna, London and Ire- 
land. 

He summed it up with: “They're 
all mixed up over there; they're 
not altogether sane.” 

The 76-year-old prelate said that 
the peasant populations were, a5 
far as he could tell, more or less 
content and generally oblivious to 
the tense political situation, but 
that in the cities the question of a 
general Huropean war was being 
ominously discussed. 

Budapest, the Archbishop found, 
is the new center of wild political 
intrigue and the hatching ground 
for many a putsch now that Vien- 
na is under strict surveillance. As 
to Vienna itself, “it’s glory is gone,” 
and the Archbishop saw only “a 
poor and frightened” city. 

At the Eucharistic Congress 
Archbishop Glennon talked with 
the Archbishop of Toledo, Spain, 
who told him “that Gen. Franco 
would win, of course, but not so 
soon as he expected.” 

On his arrival Friday in New 
York, Archbishop Glennon told re- 
porters that he regarded the bomb- 
ing of civilians in the Spanish war 
as “plainly murder.” He general- 
ized on this yesterday by saying 
that “of course, it’s all murderous.” 

In Germany he found the people 
close-mouthed and unsmiling and 
he denounced the fact that the 
Catholic Church there “is being per- 
secuted and asked to set up other 
gods.” 3 

Only in his native Ireland did 
Archbishop Glennon find a meas- 
ure of happiness but there, too, as 
in the other countries he visited, 
he said the people “had not yet 
solved the social problem.” 

Archbishop Glennon was accom- 
panied to the Eucharistic Congress 
by the Rev. Joseph Cruse, pastor 
of the Church of the Nativity of 
Our Lord, and the Rev. Edward H, 
Prendergast, assistant pastor of St, 
Liborius Church, but at the close 
of the sessions they left him to go 
to Italy.

838, leaving for himself from his 
1938 earnings only $113,116. — 

On a taxable income of $450,000

Joe must pay $268,188 in taxes, 
reducing him to a total income 
(with taxes paid) of only $181,812. 

Thus, for risking his title again 
Joe would have, all for himself, 
only $68,650 of the 40 per cent 
(around $400,000) wnich would be 
paid to him by the promoters 
of a Baer-Louis bout.

Jellied chicken sflad is a de- 
lightful dish to ant*%cipate on a 
hot day. It is especially tempt- 
ing when made from the breast 
of fowl only, but also a treat 
wheg made with a; combination 
of the white and dank meat. The 
first procedure is go select a 
plump fowl weig about five 
pounds. Have it wn at the 
market; also have head and 
feet chopped off. e fowl is 
not to be disjointea, as for this 
particular recipe it‘is better to 
have it left whole.* (Remember 
that when you want,cold chicken 
meat for salads or sandwiches al- 
ways cook the fowl ‘whole, as the 
meat will slice to ‘much better

A SOUP POT ger sauce pan 
with depth rather than width is 
the ideal receptacle*to cook the 
fowl in.

Bring ‘to a qpick boil, then 
reduce heat and le? simmer for 
about two and one-Salf hours or 
until the fowl is ten4er.

Remove to cutting 
board and cut off er‘ough meat to 
give three cupfuls. Sut the meat 
in edible sized piecestand let mari- 
nate in one-third of agcup of French 
dressing for 15 or 2C(‘ minutes.

Now don’t laugh until you hear 
the whole story, because practically 
the cutest porch I ever saw was made 
from a converted garage, down in 
Florida. It won’t hurt the old bus 
much, if any, to stand out during 
the summer months; and it can 
move back into its own quarters, 
come winter, when you no longer, 
require a cool place in which t 
sit. And the male members of the 
household will probably forget their 
violent protests when they relax in 
cool comfort. ,

AND NOW as to ways and means. 
If the garage is attached to the 
house, so much the ketter, for then 
you don’t have to bother with a 
door in the screening.

An Essay on 
Doctors . Part 


In Revolution 


Several Medical Men Were 
Among Signers of Declar- 
ation of Independence.

medical profession has every 

right to some pride in the record 

that was made during the Revo- 
lutionary War. There were @ num 
ber of medical men who were sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence—among them Joshua Bartlett | 
and Mathew Thornton of New 
Hampshire, Oliver Wolcott of Ver 
mont, Benjamin Rush of Pennsyl- 
vania and Lyman Hall of Georgia, 

I believe it is not generally known | 
that it was a physician who wrote 
“Yankee Doodle.” It is true that 
he was not an American nor did he 
ever become one. He was a sur 
geon in the British army, Dr. Rich- 
ard Shuckburgh. He died before 
the Declaration of Independence 
was composed or before the Revo- 
lutionary War began, in Schenec- 
tady in 1773. He was stationed 
with the British armies during the 
Indian wars in the Mohawk Valley 
and saw service there. He spent 
nearly all of his life in America. 

—-0-o-— 

“YANKEE DOODLE” was said to 
have been written in the old Van 
Rensselaer haquse near Albany, N, 
Y., close to the site of old Fort 
Crailo. The house was standing at 
least a year or two ago. Appar 
ently Dr. Shuckburgh was’ very 
-much amused by the cocky ways 
of Colonial Americans, and he also 
admired their fighting ability and 
their courage in battle. 

The tune was from an old jig 
well known in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The first verse he wrote was: - 

Yankee Doodie is the tune 

Americans delight in; 

'Twill do to whistle, sing or play, 

And just the thing for fighting. 

When actual hostilities began 
between the British and the Co, 
lonial troops the tune was played 
first by way of coniempt. We have 
this on the word of another medi- 
cal man, James Thacher, whose 
“Military Journal” is the best au- 
thority we have for certain aspects 
of the Revolution. 

The British did not, however, 
long play Yankee Doodle by way 
of contempt because the American 
troops took it up and glorified in 
it. “Yankee Doodle’ is now their 
poem,” says a British observer in 
1777, “a favorite of favorites, 
played in their army, esteemed as 
warlike as the Grenadier’s March 
.. . After our rapid successes ws 
held the Yankees in great con- 
tempt, and it was not a little mor- 
tifying to hear them play this tune, 
when their army marched down to 
our surrender.”

ing. The play opens with the citizens of Williamsburg at the wharf 
awaiting the arrival from England of the Drury Lane Players.

S neat a case of cashing-in as 
the movies have seen in a year 
occurs at the Ambassador Thea- 
ter this week. Taking the group 
of boys whose antics were the main 
interest in the stage and screen 
productions of “Dead End,” an- 
other studio has provided a vehicle 
for the six that is bound to please, 
and make money, and insure the 
future of the “Dead End Kids.”

They don’t 
like the crue] superintendent or the 
bad food or the stool pigeon as- 
signed to them but when Hum- 
phrey Bogart comes, with a port- 
folio of new ideas, the “Dead End 
Kids” are on their way to becom- 
ing good citizens. 

“Gold Diggers in Paris,” the Am- 
bassador’s other feature, surely 
would not have been sent out of 
Hollywood if there had been any- 
thing to issue in its place. In it, 
the whole production staff plainly 
shows evidence of vacation ennui 
and the desire to get away from 
it all, 

It seems that Rudy Vallee has a 
night club troupe, it seems they 
get. an engagement in Paris under 
false pretenses and it seems that 
when they have cleared enough hur- 
dies, they go on the stage and 
knock the poor Frenchies dead.

Port of Seven Seas. 
HE original form of “Port of 
Seven Seas,” at Loew's, can only

Central Authority Dwindles. 

Ottawa, however, is more akin to 
a Geneva in the midst of a group of 
foreign states. its authority has 
confederation; its 
rule is disputed; and, in the power- 
ful province of Quebec, there has 
even been talk of secession, by re- 
sponsible persons. 

This position has been forced on 
the capital of the Dominion by the 
interpretations placed upon the 
* British North America Act by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council of Great Britain, Canada’s 
court of last resort. 

The British North America Act, 
enacted by the: Imperial Parliament 
in London, is Canada’s Constitu- 
tion.It became effective July 1, 
1867. - 

At that timie there were four 
provinces: Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Lower Canada (Quebec) and 
Upper Canada- (Ontario). The rest 
was crown land, out of which have 
been created <since the provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, Manitoba, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and. British 
Columbia. 


Avoiding U.:S. Errors. 

The War of Secession in the Unit- 
ed States held everyone’s attention 
as the representatives of the four 
Provinces, mezting in Quebec, de- 
bated the quesiion of confederation; 
and most constitutional writers in 
Canada today: seem joined in the 
belief the “Fathers of Confedera- 
tion” were, most of all, determined 
to build a strong central govern- 
Ment and avcid what they consid- 
ered the mistakes made in the Unit-

Provincial Rights Issue. 

Thus in Canada—in contrast 
with the United States—the Do- 
minion, and not the provinces, was 
given all the residual powers. The 
provinces were to have only the 
powers specifically conferred upon 
them—no more. * 

To make the Central Government 
possessed of even more authority, 
it was given the power of disal- 
lowance—the same power which, in 
the American Constitutional |As- 
sembly, James Madison sought in 
vain to give tc the Washington 
Government. Under this power, the 
Dominion Government was given 
the right to disallow any iegisla- 
tion passed in the provincial par-. 
liaments which it felt was inimical 
to the interests and welfare of all 
the Dominion. 

In view of all this, there is the 
temptation to ask: Why, then, is 
there a constitutional crisis today? 

One of the powers. specifically 
given to the provinces was control 
over “civil and. property rights.” 
Constitutional authorities in Can- 
ada, generally, say this had a very 
narrow meaning at the time of con- 
federation; that it meant local jur- 
isdiction over civil law and was 
mentioned in the Act of Confed-! 
eration because jot the differences 
in the British and French (Quebec) 
systems of procedure. 


Reason for Crisis. 


In the 71 years since confedera- 
tion, this control over “civil and 
property rights” has become _ the 
dominating clause in the Canadian 
Constitution; it is the focal point 
of the curren controversy. 

With few exceptions, in cases in- 
volving the question of the Do- 
minion’s constitutional right to en- 
act legislation, the Privy Council 
has generally used this clause to 
uphold the rights of’ the provinces 
and strip the Dominion Govern- 
ment of power. For half a century, 
officials in Ottawa say frankly, 
the Privy Council had interpreted 
the British North America Act to 
the detriment of: the Dominion, and 
had emasculated the Dominion’s 
residual powers to the point of vir- 
tual impotency. : 

The tendency: of the Supreme 
Court of Canada had been to up- 
hold the Dominion ¢ Government, 
but the opinions of the court— 
which, in Canada, are purely ad- 


visory in nature—were, to a large 


extent, ignored. : 


As Lord Haldane Saw It. 


The best evidence Of this is to 
be found in the remarks of the 
late Lord Haldane, Lord Chancel- 
lor of the Privy Council. Lord Hal- 
dane and his predecessor as Lord 
Chancellor, the late Lord Watson, 
were responsible more than al! oth- 
er persons for ‘the dimunition of 
the Dominion’s power, in the opin- 
ion of most Ottawa officials. 

Writing of the interpretations of 
the British North America Act 
made by Lord Watson, Lord Hal- 
dane said: “He: made the business 
of“laying down: the new law that 
was necessarily: his own. He com- 
pletely altered the tendency of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court. 
In a series of masterly judgments, 
he expounded and established the 
real Constitution of Canada.”

It represents the bal- 
ance of power in the State, accounting for 
about one-fourth of the statewide vote. 


Negroes Voted in Blocks, 
Whites Support Machine 


Crump, a man of many sides, enjoys two 
distinctions among Southern bosses. He 
grants the franchise to the Negroes and he 
makes certain they use it. He votes them 
en masse. Even before the New Deal broke 
Democratic precedent in the South by enlist- 
ing Negro support, Crump had perfected a 
controlled Negro vote which gave him a de- 
liverable block of ballots apart from his 
steadily mounting white vote. 

So absolute is his control that his organiza- 
tion is directly and indirectly responsible for 
almost incredible political and social phenom- 
ena. Its ramifications affect the churches, 
schools, civic clubs, business concerns, indus- 
tries, individuals in every walk of life. Po- 
litically speaking, Crump owns Memphis lock, 
stock and barrel. He controls the courts, the 
primary election machinery, the police. Every 
local office-holder is his man. 

His machine has gained such acceptance 
that the average citizen takes it for granted. 
Regardless of motivation, the effects of such 
absolute personal power include: 

A form of social terrorism. Free speech 
has virtually disappeared. 

A widespread voluntary espionage sys- 
tem conveys the most casual critical re- 
mark direct to Crump headquarters. Citi- 
zens hesitate to criticise for fear of losing 
their jobs. This political influence extends 
to private industry. 

Residents are accustomed to the city-wide 
hawking of poll tax receipts not only on the 
street but also in conservative business es- 
tablishments., : 


Watermelons, ‘Red-Eye,’ 

Politics and Crime 

Negroes are herded to the polls and 
voted again and again, if necessary. 

Watermelons, heaped beside the August 
primary polls—the only polls of political ac- 
count in this Democratic sector—are dis- 
tributed as rewards. They are supplemented 
with barbecue sandwiches and drinks of “red- 
eye” whisky before and after voting. 

In times of exigency—rare these days— 
newspaper reporters and photographers ob- 
serving gross manipulation of the Negro vote 
have been manhandled by sluggers operating 
with police connivance. Some have been ar- 


rested to boot. 
The machine keeps records of each voter.

Gambling is rampant. Although most of 
the big games are across the Mississippi state 
line, there are many “floating games” in 
Memphis and the numbers racket thrives on 
the nickels and dimes of the poor, both black 
and white. 

Streetwalkers abound, apparently unmo- 
lested. 


Hand-Picked Administration 
But Reasonably Efficient 


Adherents of the machine and even those 
who accept it passively may point to a rea- 
sonably efficient city administration, hand- 
picked by Crump. Taxes are comparatively 
low. Memphis. has good schools, excellent 
hospitals, efficient fire and police protection, 
splendid parks, adequate’wanitation facilities. 
Its government is solvent. It has many pub- 
lict improvements. Last year it received na- 
tional awards for traffic safety and fire pre- 
vention. 

Such services are in accord with the time- 
honored. principle of practical political bosses 
of giving the people nothing to complain 
about in the’ material things that affect their 
daily lives. Be it said for Crump that he 
derives a genuine pride in civic improve- 
ments. His personal integrity has never been 
‘questioned, regardless of what may be, said 
about his political methods. 

Crump is eager to find out what the people 
want, then he gives it to them, provided it en- 
tails no break with the established political 
or economic setup. 

In other words, citizens are encouraged to 
ask for municipal. improvements, even for 
T V A power and abolition of the poll tax 
as a prerequisite for voting. Crump has in- 
dorsed both of these requests. | 


Political and Economic 

Status Quo Inviolate | 

But anyone advocating a political or eco- 
nomic change treads on dangerous ground, 
C I O organizers have been slugged and 
driven from the city. Occasional critics of 
the Crump machine have found themselves 
jobless. An adherent of a Crump rival in 
State politics was blackjacked recently with 
police complicity. 

Just now. Crump has a gubernatorial ‘tight 
on his hands but the fight does not seriously 
threaten his power in Memphis and Shelby 
County.

Anti-Crump Attorney 
_ Blackjacked and Arrested 


Political excitement here was  height- 
ened recently when Ben W. Kohn, an attor- 
ney who had supported Browning and urged 
removal of the Crump commission, was black- 
jacked on the street in the presence of many 
witnesses. His assailant was arrested on the 
spot but charged only with assault and bat- 
tery. He was released in a few minutes and 
forfeited a $25. bond. 


Kohn went to police headquarters to seek 
a warrant charging assault to murder. The 
warrant was refused, but Kohn was arrested 
for ‘“‘carrying a pistol’? although it was 
established that he had no weapon. He went 
to a liospital for treatment and was guarded 
by city police. Curiously, his attorney could 
not obtain bond for him because no formal 
warrant had been issued and the arresting 
officer refused to swear one out. Charges 
were later dismissed.

Russia Has Created 10 Billions 
Of Industrial Wealth in 10 Years, 
»- Ambassador Davies Reports 


Military Strength Growing Despite Purges, 
He Tells Roosevelt—U.S. Regarded 
as Almost Only Friend.

Davies recently returned to Wash- 
ington unannounced to report on a 
conversation he had with . Josef 
Stalin, Soviet Dictator, shortly be- 
fore he left Moscow, and also to 
inform Hull and the Presidept on 
conditions he found in the course 
of an extensive tour of the land of 
the Soviets. Davies’ arrival caused 
considerable surprise, as it had been 
thought he would go dir€ct to his 
new post as Ambassador to Bel- 
gium. He was not accompanied by 
his wife, the fermer Marjorie Post 
Hutton, who inherited a fortune 
made in breakfast foods. 

Davies had a long talk with the 
President before Mr. Roosevelt left 
for the country estate at Hyde Park. 
Since then he has conferred several 
times with Hull. 

A wealthy man in his own right, 
Davies maintains an open mind con- 
cerning the Russian experiment. 
However much outsiders may dis- 
like the basic ideology and _ the 
methods employed, they should not 
allow their emotions to obscure an 
understanding of what is really hap- 
pening in Russia, Davies holds. 


Tool Steel and Tractors.

He has reported to Hull, as a re- 
sult of his tour, that within a com- 
paratively short time the Soviets 
will be producing tool steel of a 
quality such as has been produced 
hitherto only in Germany and the 
United States. This new industry, 
just now being rushed to comple- 
tion, is based on deposits of hema- 
tite, a high grade of iron ore, 
about 600 milés from Moscow. The 
new industry~ is strategically lo- 
cated to tie in not only the hema- 
tite deposits but coal deposits and 
water power,

ed, and this includes Stalin himself, 
two persons who might succeed 
them. Stalin has a modest estimate 
of his own position. He refers to 
himself frankly as a symbol. But 
in the view that Davies has com- 
municated to officials here Stalin’s 
role has been all-important. The 
Soviets, he has said, would never 
have made such rapid progress if 
it had met been for the singleness 
of direction that Stalin has brought 
about. 

Always Davies has stressed the 
enthusiasm and intense concentra- 
tion of purpose of the Russians with 
whom he came into contact. And 
in his conversations he has stressed, 
too, the protestations of friendship 
which high Soviet officials have 
made for the United States. Davies 
has told Hull and the President 
that Soviet officialdom looks to this 
country as almost the only friend 
left in the world. 

As proof of this, he has cited the 
fact that literally thousands of for 
eigners are in prison in Russia~ 
Poles, Germans, Greeks, Italians, 
every nationaljty. And yet only 
three American citizens have been 
imprisoned. Two of these, Mr. and 
Mrs. Adolph Arnold Reubens, gn- 
tered Russia under a forged Ameri- 
can passport and were the cause of 
international speculation and curi- 
osity until they were located in a 
Moscow prison. 


Case of American in Jail. 


The unfortunate plight of the 
third American to come up against 
Soviet justice has never before been 
made public. He is Frank Hrinko- 
wich, a Russian by birth and a nat- 
uralized American. Hrinkowich, a 
Communist, went to Russia to play 
a part in the Soviet experiment. He 
married a Russian woman, left for 
a visit’ to this country, and upon 
his return is believed to have made 
critical remarks about the Soviet 
Government. A report came to the 
American Embassy that he was in 
jail in Minsk. 

Inquiries developed that he was 
held on a charge of spreading coun- 
ter-revolutionary propaganda under 
Section 58-10 of the Soviet code. So- 
viet officials made an exception and 
permitted a representative from the 
Embassy to go to Minsk and inter- 
view Hrinkowich. This, too, Davies 
has.cited as evidence of the desire 
to keep American friendship, since 
prisoners of every other nationality 
are held incommunicado, denied the 
right to see even official representa- 
tives of their respective countries, 


Similarly, Embassy attaches were 


allowed to talk to Mr. and Mrs. 
Reubens, who reported they were 


not interested in any intervention 


on their behalf.

Fourscorg and seven years ago our fathers 
brought forth on this continent a new nation, 
conceived in liberty and dedicated to the propo- 
sition that all men are created equal.

The world 
will little note, nor long remember, what we say 
here, but it‘can never forget what they did here. 
It is for us the living, rather, to be dedicated 
here to the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It 
is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us—that from these hon- 
ored dead we take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last full measure 
of devotion—that we here highly resolve that 
these dead shall not have died in vain — that 
this nation, under God, shall have a new birth 
of freedom--and that government of the people, 
by the people, for the people shall not perish 
from the earth.

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FRANCE WITHOUT DEVIL’S ISLAND. 

Two years ago, France decreed the eventual aban- 
donment of Devil’s Island, and now it has revised 
its penal code to provide for the punishment of those 
who would have been sent to the notorious colony of 
the condemned, 30 miles off the South American 
coast. It is a change in policy which will gain 
France good will over the world. The deportation 
of criminals by European nations goes back some 
2000 years, but France has remained the outstanding 
banisher in an age which has indicted prison ships 
and tropic and jungle colonies as outmoded horrors. 

Devil's Island first, came to notice in 1895, when 
Capt. Alfred Dreyfus was shut away there for 
four years while his case of alleged treason became 
& cause celebre around the world. A small, barren, 
sandy-rock formation of only 16 square miles, it has 
been associated with all that is brutal and inhu- 
mane in punishment. No one will ever know how 
many of those not killed by guards have burned out 


the Spanish smoke screen. 
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A BLOW AT THE COIN RACKET. 

President Roosevelt has acted to scotch the com- 
memorative-coin racket by vetoing a bill authorizing 
the striking of 100,000 half-dollars to mark the 
400th anniversary of Coronado’s explorations in the 
Southwest. The President pointed out in his veto 
message that the numerous issues cause confusion 
and jéopardize the integrity of the coinage system, 
and that they create an abuse in the opportunity 
offered for profits. by private promoters. 

All this corresponds to the facts brought: out by 
Representative Cochran of Missouri last year, in 
urging passage of a bill to forbid future issues of 
this sort. Mr. Cochran showed that these coins 
bring little return to the celebrating communities, 
work a hardship upon collectors and dealers and 
fatten the purses of speculators. He cited one vari- 
ety, issued in 1935, that had been * manipulated so 
that it now sells for $65 per coin. The expense 
of making the coins is borne by public funds. 

This is a relatively minor racket, but the Pres- 
ident’s action should help materially in abolishing 
it, whether or not Congress eventually outlaws the 
practice by statute, 
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TWO DISCREDITED POLLS. 

Polls of lawyers as to the fitness of candidates for 
judicial office are based on the theory ‘that they 
represent considered professional judgment, by which 
lay voters may be guided. How does this theory 
appear in the light of the two polls just taken in 
Kansas City? 

In one of them, a poll taken by the Lawyers’ 
Association of Kansas City, the returns showed that 
91 per cent favored the candidacy of Judge James 
M. Douglas for the Supreme Court of Missouri over 
that of Judge James V. Billings. The vote was 
Douglas, 198; Billings, 16. On the heels of that an- 
nouncement, John F. Cook, secretary of the Kansas 
City Bar Association, says a poll taken by the Bar 
Association shows an overwhelming victory for Bill- 
ings. The vote was: Billings, 285; Douglas, 15. 

This sharp divergence of opinion between two 
groups of lawyers is, indeed, an eyebrow-lifter. In 
an attempt to explain it, Mr. Cook says the mem- 
bership of the Lawyers’ Association is “predominant- 
ly Republican.” But if that explanation is accepted, 
the only conclusion the public can draw is. that 
both polls were decided on partisan grounds, the 
Lawyers’ Association voting for the anti-Pendergast 
candidate, the Bar Association plumping for the 
candidate selected by the boss. 

How, under the circumstances, is the public to. 
believe that the polls represented, as they are sup- 
posed to do, considered professional judgment as to 
the qualifications of men seeking high judicial office? 
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THE MOODY-JACOBS MATCH. - 

Helen Wills Moody, greatest woman tennis player 
ever developed in the United States, has again added 
the Wimbledon championship to her long list of 
tournament victories. It was a spectacular come- 
back after some years of inactivity, brought about 
‘by a back ailment which caused her to walk off the 
court in the 1933 national singles final when trailing, 
three games to love, in the final set. Her opponent 
then, as yesterday, was Helen Jacobs, who for years 
has been Mrs. Moody’s foremost rival. ae 

Ironically enough, it was Miss Jacobs this time who 
was all but incapacitated. While she was able to 
furnish fierce competition to Mrs. Moody in the 
first set, a strained Achilles tendon made the second 
set.a walkover. Miss Jacobs, unable to run, won 
only three points but carried on to the end. The 
distinguished audience at Wimbledon must have been 
as much impressed by.

rious symbols of nationhood. Every 
newspaper and periodical carries refer- 
ences to the swastika, the fasces, the rising 
sun, and each of these ideographs is rich in 
meaning and implication, However igno- 
rant a man may ‘be of the deeper issues 
and subtle undercurrents of international 
affairs, he is conditioned to respond vigor- 
ously to these simple symbols. A hammer 
and a sickle represent a whole philosophy 
and way of life; a lion represents an empire. 
And from Alaska to Florida, from California 
to Maine, an eagle is the token for a place 
and a tradition which we designate America, 
There is hardly a prouder talisman on 
earth, or one more fraught with implication 
and significance, than this great white- 
headed bird which woodsmen call the bald 
eagle and which ornithologically is Haliaee- 
tus Leucocephalus. For generations it has 
been a profoundly meaningful. symbol to 
millions of American men and women, a 
visible token not only of a nation but also 
of a national spirit; and it has taken on 
a freight of meaning hardly less than that 
of the national flag. | 
On both silver and paper currency are 
delineations of this national bird, and the 
device recurs in seals, on documents of state, 
on innumerable emblems‘ and insignia, and 
even articles of commerce. Everywhere 
through America are eagles beyond counting, 
save only in one place. The place where 
this sinister dearth occurs is the sky and 
woodland and treetop which ‘we are wont 
to call, with massive irony, the eagle's “na- 
tive haunt.”

When Audubon was traveling through the 
great American forests, there were eagle’ in 
plenty, soaring down wind in silent majesty, 
crying their great cry by the lonely lakes 
and waterways where they hunted fish. It 
was fitting that this stately bird, so plenti- 
ful on our continent and so impressive to 
behold, should be made a national symbol, 

It may be left to psychologists to unrid- 
dle, if they can, the unique propensity of hu- 
man beings for flouting with the one hand 
the things to which. they render homage 
with the other. It is an unpleasing spec- 
tacle, ag old as the race, and endlessly ex- 
emplified, It ig the practice which we have 
followed from earliest days in our attitude 
toward the eagle. .

This richly farcical dilemma is no remote im- 
probability. The dwindling of the great for- 
ests would itself have made conservation of 
the eagle a real problem, but it is guns and 
poisoned bait and inadequate game laws that 
have brought the problem to a crisis.

There are no eagles whatever nesting now 
in Arkansas, and none in Colorado, nor in 
West Virginia, nor in Pennsylvania, nor in 
North Dakota. ... The list is very long. 
A man may travel from California to the 
shores of Puget Sound—along that coastal 
region of the Northwest where once the 
great birds throve in thousands—and never 
see the shadow of a wing or hear the stir- 
ring stridence of that screaming cry. 

It is a superb and fascinating creature, 
this great-winged raptorian that the white 
man found in such abundance on our con- 
tinent.. With wings outstretched it may 
cover a spread of more than seven feet, from 
the one tip to the other, and in flight it af- 
fords a spectacle of incomparable wild 
beauty. 

The man who has ever stood on the shore 
of a lonely lake, or in the twilit silence of a 
forest, and listened to the edged scream of 
an eagle whose haunt is there, will not 
quickly get the sound out of his ears; nor 
will. he like to think that there is apt soon 
to come a time when that voice will be for- 


ever silenced in our American wilderness. ,

No Real Militarism Here |

N. these days of high-pressure militarism 

in many parts of the world, American 
citizens have special cause to appreciate the 
lack of that dangerous tendency in our own 
Department of War. So far as the building 
of naval and air craft and improvement of 
military equipment is concerned, this coun 
try is to a limited extent duplicating foreign 
war preparations. But attempts to develop 
a war machine for the defense of some ide 
ology are entirely lacking here. 

The subordination of the military in the 
American form of government was appro 
priately noted by Assistant Secretary of War 
Johnson in his address at the commence 
ment exercises of the Army War College, 
He reminded the graduates that no effort 
had been made to foist any doctrines upon 
them or to regiment their thinking in the 
military mold. He asked them to remember 
that the life of the- army in a democratic 
country depends entirely upon the will of 
Congress. The War Department is a crea- 
ture of law subject to the will of voters, and 
not the directing influence in the Govert 
ment, 

In the same spirit, Mr. Johnson reminded 
the graduates that they had been recruited 
from the families of farmers, workers and 


not a special class, separate from the rest 
of the body politic,” : 

“You may be a member of the military 
service,” he said, “but first of all you are 4 
citizen of a great peace-loving country. The 
ultimate success of your job will depend on 
the co-operation of peace-loving citizens.” 

To this sensible advice Mr. Johnson added! 
"Do not confuse love of peace with pacifism 
or national defense with militarism.” He 
has accurately interpreted the American ab 
titude of hatred for war accompanied by 
unwillingness to accept peace at any price. 

In view of the militaristic frenzy to which 
some other countries are subjected, the Unit 
ed States may congratulate itself on two 
significant facts: The subordination of the 
War Department to civil authorities is thor 
oughly established. And that department 
itself appears to be guided by some such 
slogan as “peace without pacifism, national 
defense without militarism.”

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But to return to Crump. At 62, 
he is an arresting personality. Tall, 
debonair, meticulously 
groomed, he has curly bushy snow- 
white hair. Blue’ eyes look intent- 


tures, some photographs of politi- 
cal personages, are spaced at ap- 
propriate intervals. 

Crump is all things to all men. 
As head of his political organiza- 
tion he knows, as he informed the 
writer, “both the high and the low.” 
No detail escapes him, yet his per- 
sonal life is vastly different from 
that of most. poiitical bosses, for 
Crump, his three adult sons and 
their families, move in the inner 
gircles of a traditionally aristocratic 
society. They belong to*the most 
exclusive clubs. The younger mem- 
bers of the family are active in the 
annual socially significant cotton 
carnival. His husiness. interests, 
too, do not ee on his political 
activities. They include Mississippi 
farming lands anil heavy Coca-Co 
interests in New. York. 

Although urbane and suave in 
manner, he is politically ruthless. 
He never forgets a friend or an 
enemy. He maintains a system of 
political rewards,and punishments, 
relying partly on‘a personal follow- 
ing built up thrqugh 36 years. - 

Like “Boss” Thomas J. Pender- 
gast of Kansas City and other suc- 
cessful practical ‘politicians, he re- 
gards politics as a business, but he 
likes to look on' it as one which 
should be motivated by “honesty 
of purpose,” designed to promote 
the interests of the community. He 
points to civic accomplishments in 
justification of. his enormous 
power. ‘ 

“People Our , Stockholders.” 

-“The people are our stockhold- 
ers,” Crump said, likening his city 
administration to directors of a 
business concern, “and we have re- 
ported to them every year and they 
have been pleased. We have given 
an honest accounting of our money 
and activities. We have never sup- 
ported a candidate without a clean 
record, , 3 

“We win elections through the 
co-operation of the people and by 
working for ang with the people 
365 days a year: Jobs, of course, 
are legitimate rewards for political 
workers, but an‘inefficient office- 
holder can’t remain. The people 
are entitled to a good business gov- 
ernment. It pays in the long run. 
The best business is the best poli- 
tics.” ‘ 

It may be observed that several 
of Crump’s hanjd-picked city and 
county officials are members of 
families socially active here for gen- 
erations. Even through the person- 
nel of his officeholders he is en- 
abled to appeal‘to every stratum 
of society. So smoothly does his 
organization function that he may 
literally pick up:his gold-lacquered 
telephone and “get out the vote” 
at the last minute. Frequently he 
has done so. Always he has elected 
his man. ‘ 

Card indexes $f voters in every 
ward are maintained. Ward leaders 
aid in getting cut the vote but a 
social stimulus is exercised the year 
round. Young peoples’ clubs are 
organized with a view of making 
the organization self-perpetuating. 
Sometimes Crump organizes mon- 
ster picnics, even excursions to fairs 
in neighboring ¢tates. Nothing is 
left undone to foster the idea that 
this city is governed by a benevo- 
lent, public sp d administration. 


He Denies ‘Vice Charges. 

Crump winces: at the accusation 
that the organization is financed 
by commercialized vice. He flatly 
denied it to the writer. He pointed 
out with apparent justification tnat 
large gambling ‘establishments op- 
erate eight -miles away, across the 
Mississippi line, rather than in the 
city. Bootlegging, he conceded, 
goes on because “prohibition’s, a 
joke like it always was,” but, he 
said, there are .no saloons, a8 in 
certain other Tennessee cities, nor 
any system of “collection” insofar 
as the organization goes. He did 
not attempt to youch for the hon- 
esty of the individual cops on tae 
beat. The era ‘of the open “dis- 
trict” passed long since, he added. 

“This town ien’t big enough to 
hide or cover up anything,” Crump 
observed, “and people know if you 
have worked weil, thought well and 
lived well.” ,

) “Jury of the People.” 

His record, he implied, was_ in- 
dorsed consistently by “the jury of 
the people,” He is rather impatient 
of the term “boss.” He prefers to 
regard himself as an instrument of 
the popular will. 

Blue eyes grew steely as he men- 
tioned Browning and referred to 
opponents of earlier days. He ac- 
cused his current opponent of “in- 
gratitude” and “bribing legislators 
to get his bills through.” 

He pointed out with obvious 
gratifications that he still controls 
the Shelby County primary = elec- 
tion machinery through his 25 
to 11 dominance of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee which names the 
local primary board. The general 
election board, now controlled by 
Browning, he said, supervises the 
general election in November, 
usually only a. formality. unless 
Browning should attempt to run as 
an independent if he should lose 
in the primary. 

Politics are sometimes ruthless, 
Crump remarked, but “no business 
institution wants a disloyal man 
any more than one is wanted in 
the city hall or courthouse.” 

Ouster of 20 Years Ago. 

Thin lips drew into a cold line 
as he replied to an inquiry about 
his ouster as Mayor more than 20 
years ago. The ouster, based on a 
newspaper campaign alleging an 
alliance between politics and crime 
when saloons ran wide open. in 
@ presumably bone-dry, State, was 
motivated, he contended, by “the 
utilities,” although he readily ad- 
mitted the charges were true. 

“Public sentiment was against 
putting the saloons out,” Crump ex- 
plained, “so we let’ them run and 
collected a tax from them. It was 
done perfectly openly.” 

Telling how a local Judge or- 
dered his ouster, Crump casually 
referred to him in politically sig- 
nificant words. He said: 

“One Judge we elected became 
hostile. He fared ill from then on.” 

Telling of his fights against cor- 
porations, observing in passing 
that “most politicians play in with 
them,” Crump said he obtained a 
reduction in telephone rates, the 
right to build a municipal electric 
plant, and made a railroad add a 
wagon way to its bridge across 
the Mississippi River. 

“T was the victim of a cold steel 
deal,” he observed, “after the utili- 
ties found they couldn’t control me. 
The same is true today. You can’t 
buy,.bribe or bluff me.” 

“Regrettable -Incidents.” 

Crump admitted that what he 
ttermed “regrettable 
sometimes occur, like the recent 
beating of the Browning supporter 
and the attack on reporters and 
photographers several years ago. 

“Strong-arm tactics” he ascribed 
to “over-zealousness” of adherents. 
He put them down to human na- 
ture. He alluded to the fact that 
in the South politics is highly per- 
sonalized; family connections are 
large, personalities rather than is- 
sues figure in campaigns; there is 
no such thing as an impersonal at- 
tack. An attack on a. system of 
government is construed usually as 
a personal attack, perhaps on a 
relative or friend. So the social, 
political, economic ramifications of 
the Crump machine make for mili- 


Physical attacks on opponents, 
Crump observed, may be due to 
what he described as “neighbor- 
hood law,” adding that there is no

to say that any attack’ or even a 
mildly critical remark probably 
would voluntarily be reported to 
him “within five minutes.” Years 
of political experience have taught 
him ‘to “look for a motive in every- 
thing,” distinguish the true from 
the false, and spot self-seeking ad- 
mirers. 

Yet he insisted that speech was 
free here. He observed, however, 
that Mayor 8S. Watkins Overton, 
scion of an old family, suppressed 
the CIO here for “the good of the 
community.” There is “frank in- 
tolerance” for such organizations, 
he continued, because “sit down” 
strikes and other methods are re- 
pugnant to the best business in- 
terests. 

He made no bones of the prac- 
tical. exigencies of politics, which, 
he indicated, dictate political trad- 
ing throughout.the State. The dis- 
ruption of competition by luring 
key opponents with jobs is a part 
of the business. 

Success With Negro Vote. 

Asked about his unprecedented 
success in marshalling the Negro 
vote, Crump disclosed, in effect, 
that the idea was suggested to him 
early in his career by a lieutenant 
who pointed out that the Episcopal 
Bishop’s vote in the ballot box 
counted for no more than that of 
the humblest Negro. 

Proceeding on the theory.that “all 
votes look alike in the ballot box,” 
Crump went to work to enlist Ne- 

o voters. Now they flock to him. 

esides giving them watermelons 
at the polls, he grants their leaders 
“fair and attentive audiences.” 
They get only petty jobs, mestly 
menial work, but Crump has given 
them swimming pools, parks, ath- 
letic fields and other communal 
advantages. 

“He is not dependent on the Negro 
vote now, but it is a comfortable 
backlog big enough to swing an 
election: in a close contest and it is 
useful in canceling out-State votes. 
The exact number of Negro voters 
has not been tabulated, although 
it has been variously estimated ‘at 
from 15 to 30 per cent of the Mem- 
phis Cru vote, and a much high- 
er percentage in the rural precincts, 
where Negro voters often outnum- 
ber the whites. 

Any fraud in manipulating the 
Negro vote he dismissed as due to 
“over-zealousness.” He asserted the 
fraudulent votes, if any, could be 
eliminated and still the Crump 
ticket would win overwhelmingly. 
He did not discuss a “ghost vote” 
in relation to a genuine out-State 
vote. 

Consciously Proud. 


_ Crump is consciously proud of 
many of the things his administra- 
tions have accomplished, parading 
them as additional justification for 
what amounts to a political dicta- 
torship in a democracy. Regardless 
of his methods of stifling opposi- 
tion, he thinks—and thousands here 
concur—that he has given the peo- 
ple a better government than they 
could obtain elsewhere. He is 
proud, for instance, that Shelby 
County has the lowest tax rate in 
the State. 

His policies must be planned to 
please the masses, he emphasized, 
adding: “Even Louis XVI couldn't 
keep down a rebellion.” No political 
leader may long last, he said, who 
persists in “cramming things down 
people’s throats.” 

He is fond of maxims. His con- 
versation, in a period of nearly 
four hours, was interspersed with 
such sayings as: “Make money 
first and make it last”—he ex- 
plained that this one conveys 4a 
double meaning—and, “Plan your 
work and work your plan”; but his 
personal guide, he said, may be 
found in the words: “Observe, re- 
member, compare, read, listen and 
ask.” 

“Red Snapper of Memphis.” 

The boss, sometimes called the 
“Red Snapper of Memphis,” but 
known here from the exclusive pre- 
cincts of Chickasaw Gardens to 
the noisy reaches of Negro Beale 
street as “Mister Crump,” with ac- 
cent on .the “Mister,” has followed 
that precept to the letter. 

His memory is long. It involves 
political personages past and pres- 
ent.

Of Virginia Antecedents, 

Edward Hull Crump—to employ 
his seldom-used full name for the 
sake of the record—has always en- 
joyed an ingratiating personality. 
Of Virginia antecedents, he was 
born on a Mississippi farm, came 
here at 17, was induced to enter 
politics as a “silk-stocking” _ rep- 
resentative. At) 25, he was Alder- 
‘man from the Fourth Ward; in 
1909, after holding various offices, 
he became the first Mayor under 
a commission form of government, 
was repeatedly re-elected, went to 
Congress in 1930, polling 25,756 
votes against 994 for his opponent. 
He was re-elected from the old 
Tenth District, which comprised 
Shelby County, by a similar major- 
ity. Then he refused to run again, 
taking pains to pick his successor. 
He has, of course, been a delegate 
to many Democratic national con- 
ventions. 

Crump officially retired from 
“public life” in 1934 when he backed 
a $9,000,000 bond issue here for the 
erection of a distribution plant to 
handle TVA power. A street was 
named “November 8,” commemorat- 
ing the day on which the issue was 
voted at a ratio of 17% to 1. The 
plant is now under construction. 
Operated by the city it is estimated 
it will increase the list of jobhold- 
ers, now around 6500, including 
both -city and county, by 700. 

Power and Personality. 

Crump’s current career, as well 
as hig past political history, affords 
illuminating examples of his power, 
personality and methods. It rep- 
resents the political formula.to “re- 
ward your friends and punish your 
enemies.” ' 

The ‘extent of his influence was 
illustrated recently when a church 
which had invited Gov. Browning 
to speak there quietly withdrew its 
invitation. ‘-he pastor announced 
merely he had withdrawn it for 
“reasons of his own,” but the writ- 
er learned that “the good people of 
the congregation,” ‘- presumably 
Crump adherents, had exerted pres- 
sure. 

The writer was told frequently 
of men in private industry losing 
their jobs because of adherence to 
a Crump opponent. One man re- 
cently walked into a real estate of- 
fice and told the real estate agent, 
“Sell my house—I’ll have to move,” 
explaining that he had spoken 
favorably of Browning. Other re- 
ports, some of them perhaps ex- 
aggerated but all indicative of the 
state of mind of the people here, 
included an account of a W P A 
clerk who lost out because she 
listened to an anti-Crump radio 
speech. 

He Makes Up a Club’s Mind. 

Indicative of Crump’s varied in- 
fluence was a recent occurrence at 
the Civitan Club. It was proposed 
to urge the other clubs in the State 
to prepare a State-wide resolution 
favoring abolition of the $2 poll tax 
as a prerequisite for voting. The 
matter was debated, but many 
members said, “Let’s wait and con- 
sult the city administration and 
see how it feels about it, meaning 
Crump. So the matter was tabled 
until the next meeting. 

In the interim, Crump publicly 
indorsed abolition of the poll tax. 
At the next meeting of the club 
the matter wasn’t even debated. The 
resolution passed unanimously. 

Besides repressive measures 
against the C I O, the administra- 
tion here hag effectually squelched 
a teachers’ union and broken up an 
attempt of city firemen to organize. 

There is a saying here, “Once a 
Crump man, alwaysa Crump man— 
if you want to stay in politics.” 
On occasions of temporary setbacks, 
usually out-state, the organization 
is powerful enough to block State- 
wide legislative programs. It has 
its own methods of dealing with re- 
luctant officials. 

A. politically unfriendly Governor 
once appointed a Judge of the Crim- 
inal Court to fill a vacancy occa- 
sioned by the death of a Crump 
jurist. Previously the Judge of 
that division had the important task 
of selecting the grand jury, but the 
solid Shelby County delegation 
promptly pushed a hill through 
the ture taking that power 
away from the unfriendly Judge 
and providing that a.child draw 
names from a hat. . 

Again, legislation was so manipu- 
lated that a city Judge, whose loy- 
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‘and Crump had been elected 
Trustee, at the time a lucra-

“Those Northern people who 
think that the Southern Negro is 
being abused should visit Memphis 
on election day.

ATERIAL for-a novel exists 
in the life of Fanny Kemble, 
and Margaret Armstrong’s 
biography of the nineteenth - cen- 
tury actress and guthoress is so 
close to a novel thatit will not over- 
burden the reader yho prefers that 
type of writing exslusively. 

The name of Kemble is one of 
the most famous in the history of 
the theater. As the author says, 
“one finds them (the Kembles) 
moving majesticalyy across the 
pages of almost every English diary 
and memoir from *1750 to 1900.” 
Fanny Kemble became a trium- 
phant star at the age of 19, when 
she melodramatically went on the 
stage and lifted ths mortgage on 
her father’s Covent.

A veritable fashion in the Brit- 
ish Isles and America for five years 
or so, she then mayried an Amer 
ican, Pierce Butler, retired from 
the stage, and became the mother 
of two daughters.: Twelve years 
later she was separated from her 


husband, back on the stage and in’ 


middle age famous again as a 
Shakespearean actress and reader on 


both sides of the Atiantic. And yet |- 


Fanny Kemble did-not like to be 
an actress. It is a tradition among 
actors that she “rar down her pro- 
fession.” 5 

Her biography is full of sur- 
prises. After her first  retire- 
ment, we find her:emerging as a 
brilliant realistic writer. Her “Jour- 
nal,” recording first impressions of 
America, caused « furore. Life 
on a Georgia plantation made her 
an ardent opponent of slavery and 
brought up one of the main differ- 
ences with her husband, a wealthy 
planter. Never a: person to re- 
strain herself in her views, during 
the Civil War she decided to strike 
her own blow against slavery. Her 
book, “A Residence on a Georgia 
Plantation,” was sc brutally frank 
that many called it indecent; oth- 
ers, including the present author, 
credit it with turning the scales 
in favor of England’s neutrality in 
the Civil War. :

Fanny Kemble was the friend of 
authors like Tennyson, Edward 
Fitzgerald, Washington Irving, 
Holmes, and Longfellow, and musi- 
cians like Mendelssohn and Liszt. 
Her cottage in New England was 
called “a jungle of literary lions.” 
She crossed the Atiantic 18 times, 
she lived to be 83: years old, she 
wrote best-sellers, -she rode fiery 
stallions, all this in“addition to her 
reputation as an actress. The sub- 
title, “A Passionate Victorian,” may 
seem a trumpery excess when first 
encountered; at the end of the book 
it is seen to be a precise editorial 
comment.

The last-named is the only in- 
stance of revolt which Mr. Middle- 
ton selects for his book out of vir- 
tually the whole of the last century, 


that it comes nearest to the indus- 
trial uprising of his knowledge. The 
account of it covers only 25 wide- 
margined pages and contains less 
detail about the Pullman strike and 
the related railroad disorders over 
the country than is to be found in 
Harry Barnard’s new biography of 
John Peter Altgeld, “Eagle Forgot- 
ten.” Yet Mr. Middleton’s account 
= vivid and well worth the read- 
ng. 

A postcript by Barrows Mussey 
considers the farmers’ uprisings of 
1932 and 1933 in the light of earlier 
revolts and comes to the conclusion 
that it is not sound to draw parallels 
“too close.”

We have developed culturally far 
enough to exert a inoderaté con- 
trol over nature, but we remain in 
the bondage of prejudice and con- 
vention in our attitude toward other 
races and nations. 

The greater part of the book is 
concerned with details of the bio- 
logical functions that relate most 
directly to social experiences. To 
interpret human nature and the 
forces affecting human society, the 
author describes the physiological 
structure of the nervous system 
and its reactions to changing stim- 
uli, the determinants of sex and 
the problem of transmitting inher- 
ited and acquired traits, the evo- 
lution of different races and the 
peculiar geographic, climatic, and 
communal influences that caused 
them to vary so widely.

These truths have not made men 
free, Dr. Graubard says, because 
of “the menace of confusion.” Na- 
tional leaders and individual sci- 
entists have used this knowledge of 
human potentialities to their own 
ends, as demonstrated by racial 
arrogance and super-nationalism. 
Man’s complete freedom waits upon 
development of new, humanistic 
convictions between races and na- 
tions. 

What this work reveals to the 
layman has long been known to the 
social psychologist. Yet it is val- 
uable for presenting to the lay read- 
er significant information that has 
been too long in the keeping of 
scientists alone.

MY AUSTRIA. By Kurt Schuschnigg. (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, New York.) 


HE tragedy of Austria in the 
T sour years before its fatal de- 

nouement of conquest was the 
tragedy of Kurt Schuschnigg as 
well. What the last Chancellor of 
independent Austria has to say is 
therefore of absorbing and timely 
interest, It need not be expected, 
of course, that he could write ob- 
jectively, or even temperately. Per- 
sonages in the thick of events can- 
not be genuine historians, but they 
can help furnish the raw materials 
from which subsequent writers may 
distill the.truth. 

Because Schuschnigg was still in 
power when the book was written 
(it appeared originally in Vienna 
last November), he had to weigh 
carefully the possible effect of every 
word, both at home and abroad. 
Suppression of some facts and dis- 
tortion of others was hence the pol- 
itic course. Were he writing today 
in some haven of refuge, the story 
probably would be told differently, 
A clearer picture of Nazi intrigues 
and Schuschnige’s frank impres- 
sions of Hitler would doubtless be 
included. After his bitter experi- 
ences of the last few months, the 
ex-Chancellor might even be per- 
suaded to alter various opinions 
and confess certain errors. 

« * > 

Like his predecessor, Dollfuss, 
whom he admired to the point of 
idolatry, Schuschnigg had for his 
major objective the preservation of 
Austrian independence against Nazi 
aggression. When Dollfuss was 
murdered in 1934 in an attempted 
Nazi putsch, execution of his pro- 
gram became a sacred duty for the 
new Chancellor. Because of 
Schuschnigg’s conservative tradi- 
tion, the Dollfuss policies of re- 
pression were even intensified, Aus- 
tria must be kept free as a nation, 
but there could be no freedom for 
its people. In his attempt to justi- 
fy this platform of mingled patriot- 
ism and tyranny, Schuschnigg en- 
gages throughout his book in apolo. 
getics that today have a decidedly 
hollow ring. 


A case in point is the glaringly

biased account of how and why the 
Socialists were suppressed. The 
brutal killing of women and chil- 
dren in the artillery bombardment 
of workers’ apartments becomes in 
Schuschnigg’s version the scotching 
of a dangerous revolt. “The Ger- 
man people and German culture 
were thereby protected from seri- 
ous, probably irreparable harm,” he 
writes. Thig is in keeping with his 
consistently anti-Socialist stand 
which made him see the workers’ 
‘party, long dominant in Vienna and 
powerful in the country a whole, 
as a greater menace to Austria than 
the Nazi threat. 
+ * * 
Schuschnigg’s strenuous efforts 
to preserve Austrian independence, 
together with his present tragic po- 
sition as a prisoner of the conquer- 
ing Nazis, held on a charge of high 
treason, make him deservedly an 
object of widespread sympathy. 
There is danger, however, that a 
myth will be created giving him a 
more heroic stature than the objec- 
tive historian of the future can con- 
fer. Dorothy Thompson, in fact, 
in her introduction to this book, 
shows symptoms’ of falling in 
with the myth-makers. Heroism 
Schuschnigg may have had, but it 
must not be forgotten that he was 
an enemy of parliamentary rule, 
and supplanted it in Austria with 
one of the most autocratic systems 
in Europe, 
* Schuschnigg’s book, part biogra- 
phy and part political tract, is a 
pathetic human document. It is a 
tragic account of one’man’s efforts 
to withstand forces infinitely great- 
er than himself. In the last anal- 
ysis, the greater tragedy is not that 
of the ex-Chancellor, but of 6,500,000 
Austrians. —Ferd Gottlieb.

IFTY years ago, Edward Belk

Commission Preparing Report. 

The chairman of the commission 
is Newton Wesley Rowell, Chief 
Justice of Ontario, a widely-known 
Liberal, regarded as the leading 
constitutional lawyer of Canada, an 
advocate years ago of the social- 
economic program embodied in the 
Bennett bills. 

The commission has held hear- 
ings in all the provinces; it has 
received the views of all groups 
and associations; and it is now get- 
ting down to the final preparation 
of its recommendstions.

When fish spawn naturally, losses 
begin just as soon as the inert 
spawn is deposited in the water. 
Hungry fish find the eggs of their 
kind particular delicacies. Hatch- 
ery methods, in addition to assur- 
ing the proper fertilization and 
hatching of a much higher per- 
centage of the total spawn taken, 
also keep the eggs safe from all 
forage harm during the incubation 
and hatching period. The hatchery 
method, too, through controlled 
conditions, produces healthier fry. 
Some species; such as muskel- 
lunge, wall-eyed pike, northern 
pike, bass, trout, perch, crappies, 
rock bass, bluegills and sunfish, are 
for the most part planted as fry, 
young fish a few days old. In this 
type of planting operation, water 
conditions are carefully analyzed to 
assure the presence of proper and 
sufficient food, as well as ample 
protective cover for young fish. 
Thus the young fish—much better 
able now to escape being eaten 
than when they were inert eggs— 
have an increased chance to grow 
to adult sizes.

While the real estate market is 
less active than it was at the peak 
months of last year in practically 
every section of the country, sales 
prices are as high or higher than 
they were a year ago in 64 per cent 
of the cities, according to the 
ge | thirty-first semi-annual survey of 
the real estate market made by the 
National ociation of Real Es- 
tate Boards, first returns of which 
were made public today. 

The survey, covering 278 cities, is 
from confidential reports of the 
Association’s member boards in the 
various localities. It compares con- 
ditions with those of one year ago, 
which means comparison with the 
May-June high point of the 1937 
advance, 

Prices higher than last year’s 
May and June peak were reported 
by 8 per cent of the cities. The 
gains so reported run from ‘5 per 
cent to 20 per cent, the-median be- 
ing 10 per cent over last yeas’s 
best level. Selling prices on a level 
with those of last year are shown 
by 56 per cent of the cities report- 
ing. Prices weakéned during the 
past 12 months of general business 
recession in 36 per cent of the cities. 
The drop ranges from 2 to 25 per 
cent, with a median of 10 per cent..

Most of ‘Residential Vacancies 
In City East of Grand Boulevard 


Postal Survey Shows 11,324 Units Unoccupied 
Here; 7016 Dwellings, 4308 Apartments 


—Best Showing Is in County. 


More than 50 per cent of the 11,- 
324 vacant residential units in the 
Greater St. Louis -postal delivery 
area on May 26 were in the dis- 
trict east of Grand boulevard, a 
Chamber of Commerce Committee 
has noted in a study of reports 
from 41 postal stations. 


The survey, made possible by co- 
operation of the postoffice with the 
chamber’s construction industries 
committee, covered all of the City 
of St. Louis and aréas in St. Louis 
County within the two-cent deliv- 
ery limits. County areas included 
were Wellston, Webster Groves, 
University City, Richmond Heights, 
Overland, Normandy, Maplewood, 
Kirkwood, Ferguson adn Clayton. 

The report showed that 7016 of 
the residential vacancies were dwell- 
ings and 4308 were apartments, the 
latter including all multiple dwell- 
ing structures. The largest num- 
ber of vacant dwelling was 716 in 
the Cass Station district, northwest 
of the downtown business district. 
The Cass district and 10 other pos- 
tal delivery areas, most of which 
are east of Grand, accounted for 
53 per cent of all dwelling vacan- 
cies. . 

Fewest Vacancies in County. 

“Considered as a whole,” the re- 
port stated, “the areas in St. Louis 
County accounted for the smallest 
number of dwelling vacanies.” Va- 
cancy totals for county areas were 
listed as follows: Clayton, 159; Web- 
ster Groves, 153; Wellston, 151; 
University City, 120; Overland, 114; 
Richmond Heights, 104; Normandy, 
90; Kirkwood, 76; Maplewood, 70; 
Lemay, 45, and Ferguson, 15. 

A total of 615 apartment vacan- 
cies was found in the Cabanne 
area, which extends north from 
Forest Park between Union and 
Skinker boulevards, accounting for 
14.28 per cent of the total. The re- 
port stated that 356 vacancies were 
found in the Field district, immedi- 
ately east of Cabanne. The two 
continguous areas accounted for 
2.55 per tent of the vacant apart- 
ments listed in the survey. 

The five areas immediately sur- 
rounding Forest Park, including the 
Cabanne and Field Postoffice dis- 
tricts, accounted for more than 35 
per cent of total vacancies, the re- 
port continued. Only one vacancy 
was reported*in Ferguson, and oth- 
er county areas, with the exception 
of University City and Clayton 
which accounted for 5.22 per cent 
and 3.57 per cent, respectively, were 
far down in vacancy listings, 

Activity in Gravois Area. 

Almost 59 per cent of new dwell- 

ings completed since April 1 were 
in areas either wholely or entirely 
outside city limits, the report noted. 
Of the dwellings under construction 
at the time of the survey, 437, or 
60.6 per cent, were in similar areas, 

The report called attention to 
building activities in the Gravois 
area in Southwest St. Louis. There 
20 per cent of the new dwellings 
completed since April 1 were erect- | 
ed, and 19 per cent of the new con- 


struction was found ip the same, 


area. The survey reported a total 
of 557 new dwellings and 721 under 
construction in St. Louis and S8St. 
Louis County. 

Twenty-six of the 37 apartments 
completed since Apnil 1 were erect- 
ed in county areas, but the report 
stated that 38 of the 59 now under 
construction are situated in St. 
Louis. The majority, or 32, are be- 
ing built in southwest city dis- 
tricts. 

The survey showed 2238 vacant 
store buildings, of which 481, or 21.5 
per cent, were found in downtown 
St. Louis. The same area account- 
ed for 81.75 per cent of the 4120 
vacant rooms in office buildings. 
The report noted that no particular 
concentration of store’ vacancies 
was found outside the downtown 
area, most of the county areas re- 
porting vacancies of léss than 1 per 
cent of the total. 

No effort was made by the com- 
mittee to interpret the vacancy sta- 
tistics and no comparisons were 
made with previous estimates of 
vacant property in the St. Louis

The bad news shown by the sur- 
vey is the drop in market activity. 
In 74 per cent *of all the cities 
-reporting, activity is lower than it 
was a year ago. -In 9 per cent of 
the cities, howeve;, it has advanced. 
In 17 per cent of the cities it has 
kept to the 1937 level. (Comparison 
is with the very peak month of 
last year.) : 

The survey makes no quantitative 
measure of this change, But the 
index of real estéte sales compiled 
for the associaticn from week-by- 
week reports from selected metro- 
politan areas over the country 
shows the current volume as about 
on a level with May of two years 
ago. It is at 55 per cent of the 
level prevailing in 1926, whereas 
at the 1937 May peak it had climbed 
to 61 per cent cf that level.

Real estate sales volume has been 
growing for the fast three months, 
the index shpws:

BERLIN.—Weeks of work by 
wrecking crews have cleared the 
way for Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler’s program for the reconstruc- 


‘tion of Berlin, designed to cover 


at least 12 years. 

The 12-year total cost of the work 
{gs estimated at 3,600,000,000 marks 
($1,440,000,000). Not all the rebuild- 
ing is.to be financed by the State 
or municipality. Many private en- 


'terprises will contribute. er 


The program was begur June 1 
when 16 building projects were start- 
ed simultaneously in different parts 
of Berlin. Hitler himself laid the 


eornerstone of a building which is 
to be headquarters for Nazi tour- 
ist enterprises. 

The plane for a more magnificent 
capital were worked out by Di- 
rector-General of Buildings, Prof. 
Albert Speer. One new feature is 
a forum, an inspiration of Hitler's 
May visit of state to Rome, to be 
built in the center of the Tiergar- 
ten. : 

Among other edifices planned are 
a Palace of Justice, buildings to 
house many of the ministries and 
a university city on the edge of the 
Grunewald. 

The huge marble statues of the 
32 rulers of Prussia, from Albrecht 
the Bear, who died in 1170, to Kai- 
ser Wilhelm I are to be moved from 
their present places along the Ave- 
nue of Victory to the Grosse Stern 
Allee on the road to the new forum. 

This avenue ends at the circular 
plaza known as the Big Star, half 
way between the Brandenburg Gate 
and Charlottenburg. This is to be 
the site of the forum, In its center 
will rise the germania-topped col- 
umn of Victory, which for 65 years 
hag stood opposite the old Reichs- 
tag building. In its new position it 
will be faced by the statues of Bie- 
marck, Moltke and Roon. 

Great northern and southern 
railway terminals will be erected, 
and the present Anhalter, Potsdam- 
er and other stations familiar to 
tourists will disappear. 

The river Spree will be embarked. 
To shorten a bend in the river, a 
canal will be dug to enable boats 
up to 1000 tons to reach the center 
of the city. 

Berlin’s pride,-Grunewald, once 
a royal forest extending from Ber- 
lin to Potsdam, will lose much of 
its untouched character.

Ether, a general anesthetic, 
is used in only 15 per cent of operative cases because it 
carries a danger of pneumonia to the mother and 
the child. Local anesthetic is used with remarkable results 
in 85 per cent of operative cases. 

8. Intensive aseptic technique. Only the region of the 
birth, the physician's gloved hands, the instruments, basins 
and dressings are considered sterile. All else is regarded 
as contaminated and must not be touched by the physician. 
This differs from hospital technique, where an attempt is 
made to keep nearly everything in the room sterile. This 
broad technique may give a false sense of security and 
makes too large an area to guard for home obstetrics, the 
Center believes. 

9. Sufficient personnel and equipment is available, and 
so are good hospitals for emergency cases. | 

10. Only indicated operations are performed. Birth is 
normal and without instruments unless the welfare of 
mother and child demand them. Especially there is a low 
use of the sometimes deadly Caesarean. 

11. Indirect rather than direct examination of the course 
of labor, to avoid infection of the birth passage.
